The position of Galicia is some- 
what like that of the Austrian re 
public, though the Government in 
Galicia is more unsettled.

more widespread in Germany than 
anywhere else.

‘The chief value of winter dairying 
from an economical viewpoint Is, 
that prices for milk, butter and 
cheese are always greater in winter 
than in summer, and if the producer 
of milk can keep winter production 
costs down. to the level of summer 
costs, the gain in price for the milk, 
creat and butter sold in winter, is 
clear profit, Some claim thgt this 
cannot be done and that thé extra 
cost of feed in winter, more than 
counter-balances the extra prices re- 
celved for winter dairy goods. 
‘This is probably” true where the 
feeder Is obliged to purchase all 
his concentrates in the form of high 
priced dairy feeds, such as ollcake, 
cottonseed and giuten meals, but 
where a farmer is able to grow all 
his roughage, and at least one-half 
the meal ration, on his own farm, 
there is probably not so much differ- 
ence between winter and summer 
1k comts, as some would supp 
especially on high-priced land. Where 
cheap, rough land is available for 
summer pasture, then surimer milk 
can be produced comparatively cheap, 
Another phase of milk production 
in winter worth considering ts the 
labor problem. In winter there is 
more time to attend to the cows (han 
summer during the rush of work. 
Having the cows in a comfortable 
stable makes pleasant winter work 
looking after them. If at least half 
the herd be fresh during Noveraber 
and December, thede cows will be g0-

DUFFERIN TERRACE. 
A Beauty Spot That, Belongs to O14 
Quebec. 

The unique outlook post of Dut- 
ferin Terrace, above tho Bt, Lawrence 
‘at Quobec, strikes a note that ix new, 
amid much that is venerable, Cham- 
plain’ medieval chateair, or castle, 
ned to oceupy inuch of the site, and 
if one had sought “the view,” whieh 
Quebecers call the most wondertut 
fh the world, say in the fifties, ho 
would have found the guide books 
of those days, and indeed long be- 
fore, impressing upon him with 
monotonous iteration the need of 
climbing to the bastion In the citadel 
One goes there mtill, of course, and 
there are some choice apropos lines 
by Canadian poets which have a atir- 
ring quality, especially when recall 
ed upon the famous spot; but com- 
pared with the Terrace, 150 feet be- 
low, it Is an eyrie, a remote solitude 
which might crown « Gibraltar, and 
which, while greatly extending the 
view, robs it of something of the "“in- 
timaie."” Thore 1s « world of ditter- 
ence in seeitx an object, or objects, 
from the truck of a ship's must and, 
may, from the quarterdeck. And that 
in exactly the difference between the 
bastion and the Terrace, One has 
the impression, as one promenades 
the Terrace, 200 feet above the river, 
of being upon the deck of a huge 
ovean liner, anchored permanently dy 
Cape Diamond, where an unrivalled 
scene bas been painted upon the 
broad canvas, History seems to come 
Boating past on the current beneath, 
Whilst Quebec appears to have next 

to no association with the present. 
Standing on the “deck,” one thinks 
fastinctively of the ancient walls, the 
Plains of Abrabam, and Wolfe's 
Core; of Jacques Cartier sailing up 
the St, Lawrence and anchoring his 
shipa before the great cliffs in sight 
of the Indians of Stadacona; of La 
Salle striking westward and nouth- 
ward, in vain, to find a way to 
China; of Champlain making his 
clearings here for the future city, on 
showing a way to the Great Lakes; 
and then of the mighty strugete for 
empire in that supreme moment 
when Wolfe, taking solace from ti 
‘the impossible. 
each spring, the work of 
clearing the deck of the Terrace be- 
rips. The staging of the toboggan 
slide which has provided sport during 
the winter ls removed, and the snow 
in swept away, until the last of it 
lingers only in supless nooks. Strag: 
glers begin to appear, some to catch 
the scanty warmth of the aun, others 
to watch the huge ice floes moving 
wiftly from the lakes to the ocean, 
"Then the inevitable tourist from over 
the border puts in an appearance, 
sure herald of the coming season, anc 
the waiters at the chateau put out 
the tables of the al fresco cafe, The 
crocuses and anowdrops make a tardy, 
appearance in the Castle Gardens, 
and one day the loungers on the Ter: 
race pass the word along that at last. 
the river is clear of the floes, amd 
that the Mrst ocean liner from 
rope bas swung Into her place at the 
quay, Then the kiosks of the Ter- 
Face are thrown open, and, before 
one has time to realize it, the military 
band has begun the Orat concert of 
the season in the bandstand, and the 
first church parade of the year has 
taken place. Then, and not till then. 
the tourists begin to come in droves, 
the quaint two-wheeled cabs to de 
posit their “fares” at the edge of the 
Terrace, and local society to make 
of the famoas “outlook” tts rallying 
point for the all too brief, but x- 
hilarating, Quebec summer.
